I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Crewe  for  the  year  1970. 

The  estimated  population  shows  a further  fall  of  360  on  the 

1969  figure.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  despite  a population 
reduction  of  1,770  in  the  last  10  years,  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  shows  an  increase  of  1,079- 

The  total  number  of  live  births  (804)  shows  a further  fall  on 
the  1969  figure  of  8l4,  which  itself  was  the  lowest  figure  in  the 
decade.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  (71)  gives  an 
illegitimate  live  birth  rate  of  8.8^.  This  compares  with  last 

years  record  high  percentage  of  11.4.  22  infants  died  before 

reaching  the  age  of  1 year  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is 
27-36  per  1,000  live  births.  The  England  and  Wales  figure  for 

1970  is  18.0.  The  table  on  page  14  gives  details  of  the  age  and 
causes.  15  of  these  babies  died  during  the  first  month  of  life, 
mostly  from  causes  difficult  to  prevent. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  663 » is  again  higher  than  the  10 
yearis  average  figure  (approximately  600)  and  our  figures  are 
comparable  with  a fairly  static  population.  The  1970  figures  give 
a death  rate  of  12.8  per  1,000  population,  and  when  this  is 
corrected  by  the  comparability  factor,  the  rate  is  14.8  compared 
with  a national  rate  of  11.7  per  1,000  population.  The  tables  on 
pages  9-13  give  details  of  the  causes  of  death  and  ages. 

The  table  on  page  15  gives  details  of  notified  infectious 
diseases.  The  prevalence  of  measles  is  worth  noting.  I would 
hope  that  this  figure  will  steadily  diminish  as  the  vaccination 
scheme  progresses.  Food  poisoning  and  dysentery  notifications 
increased.  Several  of  these  were  infections  contracted  abroad  for 
which  the  patient  still  required  treatment  following  return  to  Crewe. 
Details  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  and  information  on  other 
work  carried  out  is  included  in  the  report.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  399  persons  were  referred  to  me  for  medical 
assessment.  Of  these  104  were  assessed  in  conjunction  with  the 
Corporation’s  Superannuation  and  Sickness  Pay  Scheme.  77  were

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

The  Corporation  Mortuary  was  closed  on  1st  January,  1962, 
and  the  arrangements  made  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital 
Management  Committee  have  continued  entirely  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  paid  fees  in  respect  of  85  bodies 
received  at  the  Crewe  Memorial  Hospital  Mortuary. 

CREWE  AND  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  FOR  MORAL  WELFARE  WORK 

The  Reverend  O.J.  Horrocks  has  supplied  the  following 
information  on  the  work  of  the  Committee  during  1970. 

'‘There  were  110  applications  for  help  in  1970.  Of  these 
110  applications  69  were  maternity,  and  of  the  69,  33  mothers  kept 
their  babies  and  25  gave  them  for  adoption.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  rest  were  undecided.  The  remaining  4l  enquiries 'were 
about  adoption  and  family  problems.” 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Committee's  activities 
cover  a larger  area  than  the  Borough  of  Crewe.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  1970. 

When  preparing  this  report,  one  looks  not  only  to  the  past  but  to 
the  future  and  local  government  reorganisation.  The  Government’s 
proposals  for  a two-tier  system  allocate  environmental  health  functions, 
except  those  of  a food  and  drugs  authority  and  refuse  disposal,  to  the 
new  district  councils. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a large  volume  of  opinion  which  favours  the 
view  that  all  environmental  health  functions  in  every  area  should  be 
the  responsibility  not  only  of  one  authority  but  that  environmental 
health  should  be  regarded  as  a single  comprehensive  concept. 

The  following  report  illustrates  the  wide  range  of  duties  of  a 
public  health  inspector  but  as  in  other  walks  of  local  government,  a 
great  deal  of  the  department's  work  cannot  be  presented  statistically. 

The  past  years  have  brought  many  technical  changes  in  the  production 
and  distribution  of  food  with  a corresponding  increase  in  the  amount  of 
food  legislation.  So,  too,  the  interest  of  the  general  public  in  safe 
and  sound  food  appears  to  have  increased  and  to  maintain  satisfactory 
standards,  the  regular  visits  to  food  premises  are  banked  by  a sampling 
programme  covering  both  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of 
food  stuffs. 

The  maintenance  of  satisfactory  housing  units  in  the  private 
sector  will  undoubtedly  be  affected  by  the  increase  in  owner-occupation 
and  changing  rent  levels  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  the  future 
effect  of  these  factors,  together  with  the  implementation  of  general 
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improvement  areas,  on  the  housing  stocks  in  the  Borough.  The  figures 
printed  in  the  report  in  relation  to  qualification  certificates  perhaps 
provide  a comment  of  the  current  situation,  when  out  of  86  applications 
received  to  the  end  of  1970,  only  5 were  approved  for  the  issue  of 
qualification  certificates. 

The  department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  of 
Trade  and  Industry  in  recording  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations, 
and  in  this  respect  was  fortunate  in  receiving  the  continued  assistance 
of  the  staff  of  British  Railways  Scientific  Services  Laboratory  at 
Crewe. 


In  conclusion,  I wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
elected  representatives,  the  staff  of  the  department  and  other  officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  help  and  support.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  removal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is  based  on  a weekly 
collection  service  and  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods,  this 
frequency  of  collection  was  maintained  generally  throughout  the 
Borough. 

The  Cleansing  Department  operates  a Refuse  Disposal  Plant  and 
has  a separate  Garage  and  Workshop., 

11  vehicles  (including  1 spare  vehicle)  are  employed  on  the 
collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  and  nightsoil,  in  addition 
to  1 vehicle  used  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal.

3,^30  tons  of  shop  and  factory  refuse  were  also  brought  to  the 
Refuse  Disposal  Works  for  disposal,  making  a total  of  l?,4l3  tons  of 
refuse  dealt  with  during  the  year.  35%  of  the  total  refuse  passed 
through  the  works  while  the  remainder  was  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping. 

The  estimated  amount  of  nightsoil  collected  during  the  year  was 
10*f  tons. 


A separate  Annual  Report  is  issued  for  the  Public  Cleansing 
service  in  the  Borough.
